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Motorization Tests 
Promise Much Data 


UCH data will be obtained from the 
+"* summer motorization maneuvers and 
tests now being carried on at Fort 
Leonard Wood, Md., will be employed in 
development of a highly mobile, power- 
ful striking force, officers who witnessed 
the recent motor march from Fort Wood 
to Upper Marlboro, Md., believe. . 

One of the outstanding features of the 
march was the demonstration of the 
need for modern motor equipment. The 
obsolete trucks and other vehicles used 
made only 4-5 miles per hour, instead of 
the scheduled 10 miles per hour. 

Much new and hitherto unavailable 
data on tactical maneuvers for motor- 
ized columns, making and breaking of 
camp and bivouac, methods of conceal- 
ment from and defense against aircraft, 
and engineering problems is expected to 
result, in spite of the old equipment 
used. To quote an eye-witness of the 
first march: “By the use of a great deal 
of imagination and of equipment ac- 
tually modern enough in type to fit into 
mechanization tactics, it is possible to 
earr’’ on simple tactical exercises, and to 
develop tactical doctrines applied to 
motorization work.” 

Experiment to Cover Years. 

Several more years of experimental 
work are considered necessary before a 
permanent motorized and mechanized 
force can be developed. The impossibil- 
ity of accepting or of rejecting ideas of 
mechanization based on the Fort Wood 
toree recognized by Army officers. 
The present force there is primarily a 
motorized force, not a mechanized force. 


The motor vehicles there, old as some 


ire, are suitable to the maneuvers tak- 
ing plac , there. 

One small advantage of the use of the 
11-i2 vear old vehicles is pointed out: 
that operators of these vehicles must 
give them more attention than would be 
necessary to new equipment. 3reak- 
downs, however frequent, instruct the 
operators in repair work. 


Organization Changes Forecast. 

Changes in organization and equip- 
ment are forecast as a result of the 
maneuvers, but to all indications the In- 
fantry will remain the basis of any 
motorized foree later permanently es- 
tablished. Striking power and mobility 
will be given it through use of modern 
motor equipment, and combat effective- 
ness added through mechanization. 

That no time should be lost in develop- 
ing such a mobile force is the attitude of 
many high-ranking Army officers. Col. 
Charles S. Lincoln, Inf., G. S. C., head 
War Department Board on mo- 
torization, believes a force of 3,000 men 
equipped with modern self-propelled ar- 
tillery, cross-country cars and power 
carts for the Infantry, several light 
tanks and tractor cargo carriers, com- 
mand cars, radio cars and tank chassis 
x which anti-aircraft artillery is 
mounted, and such other units as would 
be necessary to make it a highly mobile, 
powerful strikirg force should be built 
up for experimental purposes as soon as 
practical. 

The steps in the formation of such a 
unit are designing and building of pilot 
models, testing, changing them to meet 
actual needs, arranging for quantity pro- 
duction of vehicles required, and pur- 
chase of a unit of sufficient strength. 

Cross-Country Car Lauded. 

One of the best of the new vehicles 
now being tested at Fort Wood is a six- 
wheeled cross-country car. It is as yet 
practically untried, but has as one de- 
sirable feature a close resemblance to 
commercial vehicles. The advantage ac-

‘PLIT by an effort to inject Reserve 
politi-s into its study of the present 
policies governing the Reserve Corps, 
the Board of Reserve Officers at the 
War Department, which is completing 
its recommendations after two weeks of 
discussion, is expected to submit its 
report to the Secretary of War on July 
23. It is undersiood that “steam-roller 
methods” led by an alleged disgruntled 
member of the Board, with the backing 
of certain War Department factions, have 
led to the incorporation of recommenda- 
tions which are expected to throw Re- 
serve officers in the country into a tur- 
moil. 

Among these recommendations, it is 
said, is one in respect to pending legis- 
lation governing the administration of 
the Reserve Corps and is held by some 
to be outside of the scope of the Board’s 
work. An additional matter of comment 
in Washington military circles was the 
placing this week of eight of the nine 
members of the Board on duty as ad- 
ditional members of the General Staff, 
Col. R. E. B. McKenney being omitted 
from this detail. 

It was explained at the War Depart- 
ment that this was done as a “techni- 
cality” to allow travel time to those 
members of the Board who were from 
out of town. It is held, however, that 
under the National Defense Act as in- 
terpreted by some legal authorities, this 
has the effect of limiting the voting 
members of the Board to the eight offi- 
cers detailed as additional members of 
the General Staff and that Col. McKen- 
ney’s vote in regard to the policies and 
recommendations should not count. 

This, according to current’ reports, 
would have had the effect of dead-lock- 
ing the Board on controversial questions 
since the vote was said to be 5-4 on a 
number of matters of vital interest to 
the Reserve Corps.

Demonstrate War Chemicals 

Edgewood Arsenal, Md. (Special).— 
The Chemical Warfare Service on July 20 
held the first of three demonstrations 
by Chemical Troops in conjunction with 
Field Artillery and Air Corps units to 
show offensive chemical warfare tactics. 
The demonstrations are a part of the 
special Field Officers’ Course at the 
Chemical Warfare School here, and are 
open to visitors. 

The July 20 demonstrations included 
white phosphorus smoke _ screens pro- 
duced by shells from the 4.2 Chemical 
Mortar and 155 Howitzer firing 25 
rounds each; and mustard gas barrages 
with the 75 HE shells, the 75 WP shells, 
and the 75 simulated mustard shell, 100 
rounds each, as casualty producers 
against white muslin dummies. 

The 6th Field Artillery from Fort 
Hoyle, Md., participated in the July 20 
demonstrations. Chemical troops will 
hold tactical exercises in attack, de- 
fense, and withdrawal on July.23. ‘They 
will make tactical use of all weapons 
with which Chemical Troops are armed. 
On July 28 the Air Corps will take part 
in two phases of a demonstration, as 
follows: 

Ist Phase Demonstration of attack 
aviation attacking a column of troops (rep- 
resented by the Field Officers Class) with 
Tear Gas and Simulated Mustard Gas 
sprayed from the planes. The attack or 
the Tear Gas and mustard spraying planes 
will be covered by a smoke screen laid 
down previously by suit aircraft. 

2nd Phase: Demonstration of the rela- 
tive efficiency of Machine Guns and Mus- 
tard Gas as casualty. producers when used

tions of the divided Board is causing 
wide speculation. In some quarters the 
opinion is voiced that in order to secure 
an “impartial and fair” report, it may 
be necessary to reconstitute the Board, 
the Secretary of War directly appoint- 
ing the members after considering rec- 
ommendations from all sources. 

Strict secrecy has been maintained by 
all members of the Board in respect to 
the work of that body. Members of the 
Board feel that the Board’s work is for 
the preparation of a report to the Secre- 
tary of War and that all annoucements 
should be made by him after submission 
of the report.

Among the matters presented to the 
Board for consideration, in addition to 
those outlined exclusively in the Army 
and Navy Journal last week, are: 

That Reserve officers be given equal 
voice or vote with Regular officers in 
determination of Reserve policies, mak- 
ing mandatory Section 5 of the National 
Defense Act; that no policy or regula- 
tion be made retroactive; providing all 
officers with textbooks and other equip- 
ment for training; providing for annual 
publicatior of applications for training, 
those trained and those not trained for 
lack of funds; disapproval of charging 
the Reserve officers detailed to the Air 
Corps against Reserve appropriations, 
when not on training duty; mileage 
funds not to be available for Regular 
officers reporting to or from assignment 
with the Reserve; that one Reserve team 
be provided for in the National Matches 
this year; that a Reserve Board convene 
annually on policies at the War Depart- 
ment; that officers temporarily engaged 
in business outside of U. S. be allowed 
to train and be promoted, if qualified, as 
provided for for all other Reserve of- 
ficers; that policies and regulations be

Chaplains’ Work Outlined

'THE present quota of Chaplains al- 

lowed by law is eighty-six (86). Ow- 
ing to recent resignations and retire- 
ments, the number is at the present writ- 
ing only eighty-two (82). These vacan- 
cies, however, will be filled in the near 
future with candidates from the various 
denominations of the Church. 

In the immortal words of the Apostle 
Paul, the work of the Chaplain may be 
bound up in his statement: “I strive to 
be all things to all men, if thereby I 
might save some.” So we find the 
chaplain touching a great variety of 
problems in his official capacity as well 
as in his private life. 

Since 1917, there has been a Chaplain 


detailed as Chief of the Division, under ° 


the Chief of the Bureau of Navigation. 
His particular duties are to keep in 
touch with the Chaplains in the Fleet, 
at foreign posts, and at the domestic 
stations. He also looks after the chang- 
ing of the billets of the Chaplains, or 
suggesting assignments to the Person- 
nel Officer in the Bureau. He issues cir- 
cular letters to the Chaplains in the 
field and fleets, and also maintains per- 
sonal correspondence with each man, en- 
deavoring to help him in his particular 
assignment. The Service funerals at 
Arlington form no small part of his 
duties.

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Value of Dirigible As 
Navy Auxiliary Told

(The following article was prepared 
at the request of the Army and Navy 
Journal. It is considered of particularly 
timely interest to our readers due to the 
present discussion being carried on in 
the daily press as to the capabilities ana 
usefulness of lighter-than-air craft.) 
(THERE is important work to be done 

in the Navy by lighter-than-air 
ships. The wel]-balanced Fleet is a 
combination of several auxiliaries, each 
with a specific duty to perform, and the 
airship broadens the scope of these ac- 
tivities to a marked degree. The pri- 
mary function of the airship is that of 
patrolling our immense coastal areas. 
With a sustained cruising speed of over 
fifty knots an hour, a ship similar to 
one of the two new rigids authorized 
for the Navy would be capable of mak- 
ing a non-stop flight of more than 5,000 
nautical miles, carrying a military load 
And when we take into consideration the 
fact that we have over 5,000 miles of 
coast line on two oceans, performance 
such as this becomes increasingly im- 
portant. 

Valuable for Patrol. 

Surface craft can be located at a dis- 
tance of approximately sixty miles from 
an airship flying at an altitude of 2,000 
feet, and at fifty knots an hour, an area 
of 85,000 square miles can be observed 
in fourteen hours of daylight. It would 
take at least five cruisers, each running 
at thirty knots an_ hour, to efficiently 
cover a similar area. By using airships 
for this work, cruisers, destroyers, etc., 
can be released from such duty and re- 
turned to the Fleet, where their presence 
is needed to strengthen the striking 
forces. 

In so far as is known, not a single 
convoy accompanied by an airship was 
attacked by submarines during the 
World War. The reason for this is quite 
apparent, as a submarine can be seen 
from the air even though cruising far 
beneath the surface and with the com- 
paratively little maneuverability the 
submarine has while submerged, it is an 
unpleasant position when depth bombs 
are being dropped from an airship which 
she cannot see. 

Could Act as Transport. 

An airship of the 6,500,000 cubic feet 
type will also be of great value to the 
Navy in transporting personnel and sup- 
plies in an emergency. It is estimated 
that an airship of this type, inflated 
with 90 per cent helium and 10 per cent 
combustible gas can carry 500 men, with 
forty-five pounds of equipment for each, 
from San Francisco to Hawaii in thirty 
hours, with twenty hours of fuel in re- 
serve. , One such trip as the above would 
be sufficient to cope with any contin- 
gency which might arise in territory 
where our forces are operating and a 
fleet of such ships could transport suffi- 
cient personnel to swing the tide of a 
major engagement. 

One of the most serious drawbacks to 
the operation of lighter-than-air ships 
is that of handling on the ground. Ex- 
periments carried out at Lakehurst with 
the Los Angeles, our only rigid airship, 
have resulted in the design and pro- 
curement of equipment which will 
greatly reduce the numbei of men re- 
quired. The portable mast to which the 
ship is secured and moved at will about 
the landing field constitutes the most 
recent important advance. The stub 
mast also recently developed is much 
cheaper and more easily handled than 
those in use previously. It was this

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f‘HINA’S unification movement, given widespread impetus by the recent display of 

harmony between outstanding military leaders and the policy of consolidation 
passed by the Nationalist Government, has attracted editorial attention. The state- 
ment issued a few days ago by Senator King calling upon the United States to 
“recognize” the Nationalist Government and President Coolidge’s pronouncement 
that we would extend recognition to the first Chinese Government which demon 
strated its stability, have added to the interest of the Nation’s newspapers in the 
Far East developments. 


HE Rochester Times-Union (Independent) points out: “Chinese military leaders 
are reported to be planning to bring Manchuria under the authority of the Na- 
tionalist government. They are moving warily, however, as the initial effort is di- 
rected toward the two provinces lying for the most part outside the Japanese sphere 
of influence. 

“All parts of Manchuria have in recent years become much more distinctly 
Chinese in population than was formerly the case. Immigration of Chinese into 
Manchuria has been on a huge scale, especially in years when crops failed and famine 
threatened south of the Great Wall.” 


HE Providence Journal (Independent) comments on the recent Chinese tariff 

conference in regard to unification: “The decisions taken at the Nanking con- 
ference are important from the standpoint both of Chinese welfare and the legiti- 
mate interest of foreign powers, and also because they represent a concensus of 
opinion of both the central and provincial authorities.” 


York Times (Democratic) asks: “Shall the Nationalists march on 

Manchuria? What is to become of the military leaders when and if the civiliari 
authorities take over the control of China? How are the soldiers to be used and paid 
if there is to be no more warfare? How are the revenues to be appropriated among 
the various groups? What form of government is to be adopted either in practice

"HE Philadelphia Public Ledger (Republican) declares: “A modus vivendi has 

been announced under which the persons and properties of foreigners shall be 
protected by Chinese law, while foreigners shall be subject to the provisions of that 
law and to the jurisdiction of Chinese courts. Theoretically, this is a logical course. 
Practically, and under present conditions, it could only give rise to trouble and a 
serious impairment of foreign interests in China. 

“Chinese law on paper is one thing. As executed, it is quite another. And as for 
the courts, no foreigner could remotely hope for justice or fairness in them unless 
aided by diplomatic pressure from his home Government. If the Nanking Govern- 
ment pushes its plans to a conclusion, the results cannot help being unpleasant. The 
main hope of foreigners in China must be that the new regime will go slowly— 
very slowly.” 


TMHE Baliimore Sun (Democratic) writes: “The Nationalist Government, however, 

has made clear its intentions of abrogating the outworn treaties which prevent 
China from charging more than a flat five per cent duty, with a trivial surtax for 
luxuries, on foreign imports. Public opinion in this country supports them in the 
decision, regarding it as nothing less than an outrage that a country with our tariff 
policy should be a party to coercion which deprives the Chinese government of a 
legitimate source of revenue and stifles development of China’s infant industries. 
With our permission or without it, China will assume tariff autonomy at the end of 
the year. And the U. S., for one, is not going to send marines there to prevent that 
decent and reasonable step. * * * the announcement now has added importance 
because it comes from a regime which is in undisputed possession of sovereign power 
in China, and able to make its edicts effective.” 


Chinese Developments Attract Attention of Nation’s Editors 


THE Chicago Tribune (Republican) states: “There has been no reluctance in 

America to recognize and deal with any Chinese government that could be 
honestly accepted as a Chinese government—that is, that had the power from such 
effective opinion as China has and the willingness to deal with us faithfully and 
responsibly. Up to this time the complaints of Chinese Nationalist leaders that we 
had not corrected inequities in our treaty relations, complaints supported by certain 
American sentimentalists who did not trouble to consider facts, could not be taken 
seriously. They were not, in fact, very sincere complaints, but were put forth as 
political propaganda in Chinese politics. The United States has been a friend of 
reasonable Chinese aspirations and has demonstrated that friendship consistently 
and persistently by acts as well as by authoritative words.” 


HE San Francisco Chronicle (Independent) declares: “China’s comparative 
silence since the capture of Peking by the Nationalist forces and the death of 
Chang Tso-lin, the Manchurian war lord, may be only a calm before another storm. 
On the other hand, it suggests peace possibilities that have not existed for several 
years. For one thing, every outstanding military leader left is nominally at least 
in allegiance to the Nanking government and co-operating with Chiang Kaishek, the 
Nationalist generalissimo. No strong figure is in sight to take the place of the 
dead Manchurian dictator. 

“If the Nationalists were left to themselves they provably would everrun pres- 
perous and peaceable Manchuria, as yet virtually untouched by the war which has 
devastated so much of China south of the Great Wall. 

“But whether or not Manchuria produces a military leader capable of meeting the 
Southerners it is extremely unlikely that the Nationalist armies will be permitted to 
enter Manchuria at all. For Japan has vast investments and a half million subjects 
in the province. ‘Call it a protectorate or what you will,’ a high representative of 
Japanese interests in the province is quoted, ‘Manchuria is our last line of defense. 
We will not permit civil war in it.’” 


THE Manila Daily Bulletin (Independent) gives a Philippine viewpoint: “For 

some years the United States among other powers has gone through the motions 
of recognizing a government in China, when in fact there has been no government. 
The semblance of recognition has been carried out by the maintenance of diplomatic 
representatives in Peking. 

“But what recognition there was remained attached to a little section within 
the Peking city walls. Now that section within the Peking city wall is occupied by 
a new force. The buildings to which have been delivered the official communica- 
tions symbolical of recognition now house a group claiming right of possession by 
force of arms. That group has just the same right to recognition as did the greup 
just driven out.” 


THE New York Herald-Tribune (Repablican) believes: “Senator William H. King, 

of Utah, has openly advocated such recognition on the ground that the National- 
ists seek ‘the establishment of a progressive and liberal government’ in China. This 
last seems just a little undeserved, for the Nationalists, in spite of their high- 
sounding party label, have done little to distinguish themselves from the other gangs 
of marauders that have been tramping up and down China more with a view to 
personal enrichment than to the propagation of democratic principles. 

“In spite of this truth there is certainiy something to be said for recognizing 
them. They have captured Peking; they seem, for the moment at least, to be in 
the saddle, and it is with them that our agents in China must do business. But 
if Secretary Kellogg does decide to recognize them, hopes of a united China under 
an enlightened and benevolent Nationalist rule, in the Western sense of these 
phrases, should not rise too high.”

HE action of Colonel Charles Burton 
Robbins, Assistant Secretary of 
War, in arranging for the participation 
of a team of the Organized Reserves, in 
the Annual Rifle Matches at Camp 
Perry, Ohio, in August, has been most 
favorably commented upon by the Re- 
serves throughout the country.

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Motorization Tests Promising 


(Continued from First Page) 
production. Several motor vehicle manu 
facturers have furnished without cost te 
the Government newly designed equip: 
ment for testing in the Fort Wood 
maneuvers. Some of these could be pro- 
duced rapidly. 

The new tank at Fort Wood does not 
have this advantage, but could be placed 
on a quantity production basis, thereby 
somewhat reducing its manufacturing 
cost of $25,000. The armor plating con- 
templated for this tank would stop shell 
fragments and rifle bullets. It is a 
point of dissension among experts 
whether an increase in armor to give 
additional protection to driver and gun- 
ner would make the tank too heavy. 
Adding armor means increase in motor 
size, gasoline capacity, and other changes 
that tend to remove it from the light- 
tank class. The tank at present may be 
carried on a standard Mack truck. In- 
creased weight might make it too heavy 
for transportation by truck. Its present 
weight of 74% tons is considered near the 
maximum carrying capacity of standard 
trucks. With more weight, it might 
not mount trucks under its own power, 
as it now does. 

Work is now well under way in the War 
Department on the design of a chassis for 


a 1%-ton tank or personnel conveyance, 
which would operate in conjunction with 
light tanks of 7-tons and unmounted In- 


fantry. It is predicted that such a tank 
would Lring decided changes in tactics. 
While tanks are the back-bone of the 
Fort Wood force, in action the tanks would 
have to be relieved by Infantry after taking 


an objective. Service cars mounted on 
tractor chassis, identical with the tank 
chassis, also at Fort Wood, are capable 


of transporting supplies across rough coun- 
try, and would be excellent to follow and 
service a tank unit. With the addition of 
armor for the service tractor, protecting 
the operator, these vehicles could supply 
and repair tanks within the line of fire. But 
even with tanks remaining in an attained 
position, Infantry is considered necessary 
for their support. 

Maryland authorities have shown concern 
over possible damage to State roads by the 
tanks. In previous tests the new tank, 
unlike its predecessors, has not injured 
road-beds in the least. 

The motor march of July 17 was witnessed 
by Secretary of War Dwight F. Davis, Maj. 
Gen. Charles P. Summerall, The Chief of 
Staff; Col. Charles S. Lincoln, Inf., G. S. 
C.; and many other high-ranking officers 
of the Army. Data on use of materiel and 
all phases of motor marching was obtained. 

In the week of July 28 to Aug. 4, data on 
approach, formations, concealment, noise, 
and reconnaissance will be sought.

BUREAU OF NAVIGATION EXPLAINS TRAVEL ALLOWANCES.

NAVY PAY BOARD MEMBERS FORMULATE PLANS FOR ACTION. 
(THE Navy Pay Board, headed by Rear Adm. Luke McNamee, U. S. N., Director 

of Fleet Training, held several sessions this week during which plans for action 
were formulated. The members of the Board are engaged in. studying the various 
2ay Acts and bills to familiarize themselves thoroughly with the subject. All the 
members, from Admiral McNamee down, are approaching the subject with open 
minds and are giving careful consideration to all suggestions made. A number of 
letters on the subject of pay diserepancies between married and bachelor officers 
have been received. 

The Board, while greatly interested in this phase of the Navy officer pay 
problem is also proceeding with an investigation as to the “shrinkage” in purchasing 
power of the pay of 1908 as compared with the pay of today. Based on statistics, 
it has been discovered that taking the 1913 dollar as par, the 1908 dollar was worth 
about $1.13 as compared to the 1927 dollar worth 57 cents. 

It is not expected that the Board, outside of informal hearings and study of 
existing pay legislation, will draft any program until about the middle of August 
The Board is scheduled to meet Monday, July 23, to continue its work. 


GREATER MOBILITY FOR COAST ARTILLERY SOUGHT. 

\fOBILITY will be the dominant factor in future designs of Coast Artillery 

mounts a study made in the War Department indicates. The recent success

W. Coleman, Assistant to the Chief of Finance. He is considered well qualified for 
the post by his many friends. It has not yet been determined, however, as_ to 
whether the post will be given to an officer who does not hold a General’s grade. 

MERCHANT MARINE RESERVE BOARD PROGRESSES. 

THE Navy Board, headed by Capt. J. V. Ogan, U. S. N., which convened at the

HE Bureau of Navigation has an- 

nounced that it requires the names of 
50 men, who are qualified for advance- 
ment te the rating of chief pharmacist’s 
mate, to fill prospective vacancies in the 
Navy as a whole.

(Continued from First Page) 
and enlisted personnel. The Chapel ex- 
ercises at the Academy where the 
Chaplain holds his divine services, afford 
an opportunity of ‘bringing before the 
Midshipman the traditions of the Navy, 
as well as encouraging and cautioning 
him preparatory to assuming the dignity 
and responsibility of a Naval officer. 

A Chaplain is assigned to duty at the 
Navy Yard, Washington, with additional 
duty at the Department and the Naval 
Hospital of the city. One of the most 
important of his additional duties is to 
hold service for the President of the 
United States, his guests, and officers 
and crew of the U. S. S. Mayflower when 
the President chooses to take a week-end 





cruise down the Potomac and out into 
Chesapeake Bay. 

The Training Stavions at Hampton 
Roads, Great Lakes, San Diego, and 
Newport, all have Chaplains. These men 
have their vital part in the formative 
period of the Blue Jacket. As the 
recruits receive their first instructions 


in seamanship, gunnery, etc., the Chap- 
lain goes along with them and endeavors 
to make some place in their active Naval 
careers for religion and morality. In 
some instances, he acts as an instructor. 

A number of Chaplains are on duty at 
the China station, where the great chal- 
lenge comes in the endeavor to keep 
men straight. With conditions so vastly 
different from what they are in our 
homeland, the sailorman is surrounded 
by varied influences which have a tend- 
ency to break down both his morals and 
his morale. 

The various regiments of the Marines in 
Haiti, Nicaragua, and China have Naval 
chaplains assigned to them. Quantico and 
San Diego also have Navy chaplains. 

There is a chaplain at the present time on 
duty in the Virgin Islands. Along with his 
religious work, he is expected to look after 
the dispensing of charity to the native 
poor. He also assumes the responsibility 
of the Agriculture Department there. 

Chaplains aboard our battleships, 
cruisers, Mother ships for the destroyers, 
and submarine tenders, in addition to their 
religious work, have charge of the library, 
at times ship’s service, and very often they 
act as motion picture officers. While they 
may not be athletic officers, it is their duty 
to be behind and encourage anything as 
vital toward morale as is athletics. 

A Fleet Chaplain is assigned to the Battle 
Fleet, Scouting Fleet, and the Asiatic Fleet. 
He is a member on the Staff, as well as 
being Chaplain of the ship upon which he 
is serving. His duties not only include work 
among the men of the ship, but he must also 
oversee the work of all the chaplains of the 
Fleet to which he is assigned. 

Not the least important of the work of 
the chaplain is that of publicity. He very 
often can bring to the public a conception 
of the Naval service which they can get 
from no other source; hence, we find him 
in the cities which his ship visits or the 
neighboring territory to which he may be 
assigned, delivering sermons, lectures, and 
addresses to all kinds of organizations. 

Hence, the chaplain if he is diligent and 
thoroughly loyal to his oath of allegiance 
is touching many phases of work in his 
various assignments

an accident in the United States. But the tragedy culs attention to our own con- 
dition, and it is the part of wisdom for the Government to provide safe ammunition 
and modern guns, and not imperil lives by having on hand for possible emergency 
issue ammunition which may prove dangerous. General Williams, Chief of Ordnance, 
reported to Congress that there was on hand on June 30 last of serviceable caliber 
20 ammunition, 556,500,000 rounds, the biggest part of which is 10 years old; and 
he warned that 10 years is the useful life of such ammunition. There is a like 
situation with respect to field artillery ammunition. Not only for the sake of the 
National Defense, but for the removal of all possible danger to the officers and men 
of the services, it is to be hoped that the Budget Bureau will approve the estimate. 
We have no doubt Congress will realize the necessity of granting the amount re- 
quived. If accidents oceur, the people will know where the responsibility lies. 


MO HERE IS ANOTHER reason why the replacement of deteriorated ammunition 

should be authorized. Obviously, it is to the interest of the Nation that private 
plants should be maintained, and they cannot be maintained if their best customer, 
the Government, fails to provide them with orders. Just as the five-year program 
adopted upon the recommendation of the Morrow Board has proved a great en- 
couragement to the development of the air industry, so the inauguration of a con- 
tinuous program of ammunition purchase would enable private firms to remain in 
business. General Williams suggested that an order of five million rounds annually 
be given to each of four manufacturers. It is true the cost would be greater than 
if production occurred at Franford Arsenal, but the administration and operation of 
the latter do not include many items of overhead which are necessary in private 
industry, More important than the few extra dollars such a program as General 
Williams presents is the fact that the Government would be keeping in business 
firms that could spring within a reasonable time into large production should an 
emergency cecur. We believe the proposal is sound, and we hope Congress, as a 
matter of fundamental policy, will adopt it. 


~O MANY NOTES are being exchanged, intended to make peace maintain forever 
° more, that we wonder why any nation, particularly those of Europe, deems it 
necessary to keep its powder dry. France, Germany and various other countries are 
telling Secretary Kellogg how grand is his proposal for the outlawry of war. Bul- 
garia and Turkey have signed a non-aggression pact. The Nationalist Government 
in China is demanding that all warships be withdrawn from the Yangtse River: 
It also wants the Japanese to evacuate Shantung. Mussolini is still talking about 
Austria, and little Austria has to accept his diatribes because she must. Italy and 
Jugo-Slavia think about each other in a way that makes the hair raise upon the 
spine, but both are beginning the cooing stage of their relations. It is a world 
frame of mind which increases pacifistie smugness. The crowning seal of all this 
so-called. peace movement is to be in the form of a conference of foreign ministers 
to be held in Paris, where the multilateral treaty for the renunciation of war as an 
instrument of public policy will be finally signed. 

We ask only one thing of our representatives when they go to Paris. That 
that they keep their hands on their pockets and see that their clothes are kept con- 
tinuously butiened. We have lost our shirt before a of international 
acgotiations.

N APPOINTING A Board to investigate existing laws with respect to the pay of 
officers of the Navy, Secretary Wilbur has shown an understanding which will 
appeal not only to the Naval Service but to the Army, and above all to the country. 
As a result of the hearings held by the House Military Committee, and which re- 
ceived nation-wide publicity, there is a general feeling that the pay scale of the 
regular services should be arranged so as to enable officers to live in a manner 
corresponding to the responsibility of the work they do and their representation of 
the country. We are especially interested in the pay of the lower grades and we 
believe it would be only fair for the base pay of such grades to be raised. We have 
no doubt the Board appointed by Secretary Wilbur will appreciate’ the’ situation, and 
that it will recommend changes which will relieve officers from the embarrassments 
that the niggardly compensation they now receive imposes. ‘ 








N PAYING FULL honors to Capt. Emilio Carranza, the gallant Mexican Ace, 

whose mission of good will ended in his tragic death, the Government has acted 

im a manner which will tend to make all Mexico realize our desire to maintain 

friendly relations with her.

A. G. Report on Reserve 

Col. Charles B. Robbins, the Assistant 
Secretary of War, recently rcceived from 
the Adjutant General, Maj. Gen. Lutz 
Wehl, the first Adjutant General’s re- 
port on the new Reserve Corps policies 
instituted Jan. 1, 1928, governing the 
appointment, assignment and promotion 
reserve officers. The War Depart- 
ment states: 

Under the new regulations governing the 
appointment, assignment and promotion of 
Reserve Officers, new commissions at the 
end of their appointment period are ten- 


of 


dered with eligibilty for assignments, ac- 
tive duty training, or promotion, or with- 
cut such privileges which has the effect 


of placing the officer on an inactive status. 

The effect of these new policies as far 
as the appointment is concerned, is to 
divide officers into two groups. ‘The first 
group is reappointed with full elicibility 
for assignment, active duty training, and 
promotion. The second group is reap- 
pointed without such eligibility. 

The new Reserve policies were put into 
effect last January #s a result of recogni- 
tion by both the War Department and by 
many of the Officers’ Reserve Corps of a 
necessity to limit assignment to units of the 
Organized Reserves to those Reserve offi- 
cers who are able to devote sufficient time 
from their civil occupations for attention 
to their military offices. On the other hand, 
it was desired to retain in the Officers’ Re- 
serve Corps the many officers of recognized 
ability who were unable to give much at- 
tention to military subjects in peace, but 
whose business experience, professional 
knowledge, or former military service con- 
sistuted an assurance of the valuc of their 
services in time of war. 

The results of the new policies prove that 
this latter group has been received by the 
majority of Reserve officers at its true 
value as an important clement of the estab- 
lishment for National Defense. Since the 
first of the year there have been about 
4,226 reappointments accepted. Of this 
number 47 per cent have eligibility for as- 
Signment to active duty training, and pro- 
motion, while 52 per cent have accented 
reappointment without such _ privileges. 
During the course of the year more than 
30,000 of the 113,000 Reserve officers are 
due for consideration for reappointment 
upon the termination of the period of their 
five-year commission. 

With reference to the foregoing figures 
Assistant Secretary Robbins has commented 
as follows: 

_ “This report indicates that the Officers’ 
Reserve Corps is on a fair road toward an 
important readjustment. The number of re- 
appointments to the group ineligible for 
assignment, active duty, training and pro- 
motion should afford opportunity to pros 
mote some of those Rescrve officers who 
have devoted much time and attention to 
their military duties, often at considerable 
inconvenience to themselves and handicap 
to their other work.

WO HUNDRED AND FOUR naval 
planes are scheduled to participate 
in tactical maneuvers off San _ Diego, 
Calif., from August 6 to September 1, 
representing the largest aerial demon- 
strations of naval craft in history. These 
planes later will go out to sea for a 
sortie with the Pacific Fleet, which will 
be the first tactical warship maneuvers 

with so large a force of planes. 

The planes that will take part in the 
grams in cooperation with the warships, 
fiy in formation, ana go through other 
maneuvers simulating actual wat opera- 
tions.

Army Faces Shoe Shortage 

A SHORTAGE of shoes for the Army 

has arisen from the failure of a 
manufacturer to deliver 98,000 pair un- 
der contract. Only 1/600 were delivered. 
The shortage is being met by the reg- 
ular issue of one pair of garrison shoes 
to Army personnel since July 1. The 
Philadelphia Depot, Q. M. C., has called 
for bids on 100,000 pair, and the Q. M. 
General has issued Letter Ne. 40, as 


follows: 

Due to delinquencies in deliveries on con- 
tracts for furnishing service shoes, it is 
imperative that every precaution be taken 
to conserve the stock of shoes on hand. 

In order to avoid a serious shortage 
within the next six months, it will be 
necessary for quartermasters at posts, 
camps and stations to make a careful 
scrutiny of stocks on hand and report to 
their respective area quartermasters, in 
their next periodic report of excess, such 
sizes as they will not reasonably require 
within the period for which stocks are 
carried. Requisitions should not be sub- 
mitted for shoes in sizes that it is not 
reasonably expected will be needed within 
the period for which the requisition is sub- 
mitted. 

In connection with the above, full coop- 
eration on the part of corps area quarter- 
masters in distributing excesses reported 
as indicated above, will materially aid this 
office in handling the stocks on hand at 
depots so that all needs of the Army will 
be met. 

A copy of this communication has been 
furnished the Chief of the Militia Bureau, 
in order that all National Guard Officers 
may likewise be apprised of the situation 


that may develop and the necessity for co- 


operation. 

It is expected that with the earnest co- 
operation of all concerned, the shortage will 
be overcome during the next six months. 


TO RESURVEY CAMP KNOX. 

The War Department has approved 
the request of the Commanding General, 
Fifth Corps Area, Headquarters Co- 
lumbus, Ohio, for a resurvey of Camp 
Knox, Kentucky, to be made beginning 
Aug. 27, 1928, by a detachment of the 
29th Engineers, Fort Humphreys, Vir- 
ginia. The present maps of this train- 
ing camp are unsatisfactory. The re- 
survey will show yard grids, twenty-foot 
contours, with only 100-foot contours on 
precipitous slopes, and will give par- 
ticular attention to the location of trails, 
roads, streams, woods, and artillery ob- 
servation posts. To make the survey a 
detachment of one officer and seventeen 
enlisted men have been ordered to pro- 
ceed from Fort Humphreys, Virginia, to 
Camp Knox, Kentucky. The Command- 
ing General, Fifth Corps Area, has been 
directed to provide necessary motor and 
animal-drawn transportation for the de- 
tachment. 








CANAL TOLLS SET RECORDS. 

New high records for total transits 
and tolls collected for any calendar or 
fiscal year period have just been estab- 
lished in the Panama Canal. The total 
number of commercial transits for the 
fiscal year ending June 30, 1928, aggre- 
gated 6,456 and the total tolls collection 
$26,944,499.77. This exceeds by 371 
transits and $713,476.83 in tolls the pre- 
vious high record established in the 
calendar year of 1927.

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Financial Digest 
By A MARKET EXPERT. 
THE sugar situation is admirably out- 
lined in a recent issue of the E. A. 
Pierce and Co. Fortnightly Review, 
which states: 

For the past six months we have consist- 
ently pointed to the bearish fundamental 
conditions affecting the sugag market. We 
have repeatedly emphasized the fact that 
this year’s crop is of record proportions; 
that prospects for the 1929 world’s crop 
indicate a further increase in production; 
that the Cuban restriction program was eco- 
nomically unsound and would sooner or 
later prove embarrassing to producers on 
the island; that there was no sound logic 
in the general predictions made last Jan- 
uary that consumption in this country 
would show a very large increase. 

The recent break in sugar futures to new 
low levels for the year should, in our opin- 
ion, be construed as a normal readjustment 
of prices to the bearish conditions of sup- 


ply and demand which have existed for 
some time. We do not think that liquida- 
tion has run its course. There is still a 


speculative long interest in sugar futures 
of unhealthy proportions Pressure from 
this source coming on the market in com- 
petition with Cubas and free-of-duties, with 
very little buying support in evidence, has 
resulted in larger recessions than were gen- 
erally thought possible a few weeks ago. 

Refined prices have held relatively steady 
and the refiner’s margin is unusually large. 
Under these conditions it is unlikely that 
there will be any heavy replenishment of 
invisibles. We hesitate to recommend ac- 
cumulation of sugar futures except on fur- 
ther substantial declines. We advise the 
trade to watch conditions in the industry 
closely and to be prepared to avail them- 
selves of any undue weakness for covering 
a substantial portion of their requirements 
Within the next few months we think it 
will be feasible for us to take a construc- 
tive position on the sugar market

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History of 7th Engineers 

\HE Seventh Regiment of Engineers is 

now represented only by Company 
“A,” stationed at Fort Benning, Georgia. 
Its history goes back to 1861 with the 
formation of the original Battalion of 
Engineers which constituted the entire 
Engineer component of the Regular 
Army until 1901. It fought in the Army 
of the Potomac in nearly all its engage- 
ments during the Civil War and in 
Shafter’s forces at Santiago in the 
Spanish-American War. 

In 1901 the Corps of Engineers was 
increased to three battalions being formed 
from Companies “A,” “B" and “Ek” of the 
original battalion. In 1916 each battalion 
was. expanded to a regiment with the Na- 


tional Defense Act of that year authoriz- 
ing an eventual expansion into seven 
regiments. War with Germany caused 
this program to be accelerated, so on May 
14, 1917, G. O. No. 62, War Department, 
directed that Companies “E” and “F,” 
First EXngineers be organized into the 
Seventh Regiment of Engineers at Tort 
Leavenworth, Kansas. Company “E” was 


expanded into the First Battalion and 
Company “IF was expanded into the Sec- 
ond Battalion. 

By virtue of this direct line of descent 
the Seventh Engineers carries on its 
colors ten Civil War battle streamers and 
one Spanish War battle streamer as well 
as the four earned during the World War. 


Six months after its organization the 
regiment was assigned to the Fifth Di- 
vision, leaving Fort Leavenworth in Feb- 
ruary and arriving in France by April 
6, 1918 

Was in St. Mihiel Offensive. 

It arrived at St. Mihiel sallent on Sep- 
tember 11 and participated in that great 
offensive. Its work in establishing the 


division's axial roads was especially com- 
mended. As this road was rendered pass- 
able several hours before roads of ad- 
jacent divisions, five division trains were 
routed over it. 

Sy October 5 the regiment was particl- 
pating in the Meuse-Argonne offensive as 
Corps Engineers. On October 13 the Fifth 
Division again entered the line and took 
part in the assault on Cunel and the Boise 
Rappes. The first battalion of the Seventh 
Engineers fought as infantry throughout 
this engagement. 

After a brief rest the Fifth Division was 
selected for one of the most difficult op- 
erations performed by the A. E. F. The 
line of the American First Army west of 
the Meuse was far in advance of the 
French on the right bank and it thus be- 
came necessary to attack across the river. 


During the night of November 2 Com- 
pany “I’ threw a footbridge across the 
Meuse River at Brieculles, and with two 
companies of the Sixth Infantry ap- 
proached the canal which parallels the 
river on its east bank. The enemy di- 


rected upon them a heavy fire which pre- 
vented their crossing the canal until the 
early morning of November 4. That eve- 
ning the remainder of the Sixth Infantry 
rushed the bridges and assaulted the Ger- 
man positions east of the canal. Simulta- 
neously Companies A and C of the Sev- 
enth moved forwerd and _ built wagon 
bridges over the river and canal near the 
site of the foot bridges. These structures 
were completed by daybreak, and were 
used by the 10th Brigade and two light 
regiments of the Third Artillery Brigade, 
as well as all the supplies and ammuni- 
tion used by these troops. About the same 
time Company D was constructing foot- 
bridges across the river and canal near 
Doulcon, and over these the 9th Brigade 
made its initial attack. 

Due to the lightness of the 
Brieulles, heavy transportation could 


bridge at 
not 


cross, hence, cn November 5, Company 
B with men attached from other com- 
panies, constructed a heavy reinforced 


pontoon bridge at Dun-sur-Meuse. Though 
several times bombed by aeroplanes, this 
bridge was kept in continuous operation 
for the passage of trucks and heavy ar- 
tillery until the construction of a semi- 
permanent bridge at Dun. 

Lauded by Generals 

Of the crossing of the Meuse, the DI- 
vision Commander, Major General H. E. 
Ely, wrote in part as follows to the Regi- 
mental Commander, “————The bridging 
of the Meuse River and Canal near Dun 
and Brieulles under severe artillery and 
machine gun fire was an act of bravery 
and devotion to duty of which the regi- 
ment mey justly be proud. The indefatig- 
able energy and fortitude displayed in all 
work assigned to the regiment will ever 
be a shining mark in its own annals and 
those of the Division.” Later General 
Pershing wrote to General Ely in part 
as follows: “The feat of arms, however, 
which marks especially the Division's 
ability as a fighting unit, was the crossing 
of the Meuse River and the establishment 
of a bridgehead on the eastern bank. This 
operation was one of the most brilliant 
feats in the history of the American Army 
in France.” 

Shortly after this battle, the Armistice 
halted the campaign. The Seventh En- 
gineers was selected as one of the units 
of the Army of Occupation, and in that 
capacity it marched to Luxemburg, where 
it remained the next eight months. 

The Regiment returned to the United 
States in July, 1919, and after demobiliza- 
tlon of its temporary personnel at Camp 
Merritt, moved to Camp Gordon, Ga., 
where they performed guard duty during 
the flood of December, 1919. In January. 
1920, a heavy pontoon bridge was con- 
structed over the Chatahoochee River at

It also main- 
tains an Engineer Depot, these latter 
functions being exclusively for the ben- 
efit of the Infantry School as distinct from 
the functions of a combat engineer unit 
of an infantry division

Officers Teach Police Tactics

HE program oy instruction of the 

Police School, a part of the Small 

Arms Firing School held at Camp Perry, 
Ohio, in September, is planned to give 
thorough instruction to police squads 
and policemen in latest methods of riot 
and bandit pursuit work, as well as to 
train them in marksmanship with all 
types of guns used by police forces. 

One of the features of the Police School 
this year will be an attack on a house 
which will be assumed to be held by one 
one more outlaws fully armed Police 
squads attacking the house will first throw 
about it a smoke screen, to cover their 
operations. Then, equipped with gas masks 
and tear gas bombs, they will approach the 
supposed bandit stronghold under cover of 
the smoke, which will prevent the imag- 
inary outlaws from aiming shots at the 
police. When the house is reached, the 
police tear gas bombs will be thrown into 
the building, forcing the outlaws to 
abandonment or capture. 

Police will be instructed in the use of all 
types of weapons, including the Thompson 
submachine gun, tear gas bombs, gas 
masks, and other weapons used by riot 
squads. They will be taught how to don 
the gas masks in a minimum of time. 
Shooting at moving targets, and from run- 
ning boards of moving motor vehicles, will 
taught. 

Instruction in hand-to-hand fighting and 
Jui-Jitsu wrestling will also be given. Capt 
Gustav J. Braun, U. S. A., and Lt. Fay 
Smith, Inf., Fort Crook, Nebr., both expert 
ir. the Japanese style of wrestling, will act 
as instructors. 

Policemen and squads from all over the 
United States plan to attend the Police 
School, and youngsters from many States, 
the National Rifle Association Junior Rifle 
Corps School. This latter school have its 
own separate camp, where the students 
will be under direction of officers of the 
Regular Army. Their work will be largely 
with .22 caliber weapons. 





OPPOSED TO GAS BAN. 

The United States should not be a 
party to a world contract prohibiting 
the use of poison gas in war, H. Ed- 
mund Bullis, Executive Secretary of the 
National Association for Chemical De- 
fense, declared at Washington, D. C., 
recently. He said the association and 
the Institute of Chemistry of the Ameri- 
can Chemical Society jointly are under- 
taking to develop a “sane perspective” 
on the part of the public regarding this 
question. 

A chemical “national defense” program 
will be discussed in a series of conferences 
and lectures wh‘ h these two organizations 
will hold Aug. 18 at Northwestern Univer- 
sity. 

He said because of the “public hysteria” 
over poison gas few individuals or organiza- 
tions are willing to defend its use. and 
even many chemists who realize the “false 
premises” upon which opposition is based 
“are reluctant to express themselves against 
the futility of attempting by treaty to do 
a ay with the use of gas in warfare.”
